Clause Prohibits Consolidation, 
but Provides for No 
Penalty, 


The West Side Terminal Railway Co., 
through Delegate Simmons, has a bil} 
before the House of Delegates, asking 
for a franchise of 50 years duration, to 
construct and operate a steam railway 
terminal line from the northern Giy 
limits over a private right-of-way, and 
from Florida street, on Second street, 
to Convent street, thence to the south- 


ern city limits. 

A clause providing that the corpora- 
tion shall not lease, sell or transfer any 
of the privileges enjoyed from the city. 
to any of the existing terminal lines is 
centained in the measure. No penalty 
for violation of this clause appears. 

The company was incorporated several 
months.ago to build two bridges, carry- 
ing four tracks each across the Mis- 
sissippi at St. Louis. At that time the 
intention of the corporation were to con- 
struct a belt line around the city and 
to build a double track through the city 
itself, from a point south of the Mis- 
sour! River to a point north of Jeffer- 
s0n Barracks. In the original company 
‘were J. Collins Newton, J. W. Neff and 
J. H. Hamilton. 

Since the incorporation of the concern, 
it is understood that, as the result of 
a disagreement between Hamilton on 
one side and Neu and Newton on the 
other, Hamilton will incorporate a new 
company, to be known as the West End 
Terminal Co. Hamilton is the St. Louis 
representative of the Pittsburg Steel Co. 
The interests back of the proposed cor- 
oration are said to represent $40,000,000. 

he West End company intends to have 
a bill introduced into the Houee. 

The bill already introduced in favor of 
the West Side Terminal Co. offers the 
city $25,000 a year, after the road is in 
operation. A promise of immediate con- 
struction is also included in the bill. 

The projected route of the West Side 
Railway begins 2600 feet north of the 

It pro- 
ceeds south over a private right of way, 
crossing Columbia Bottom road and oth- 
er streets until it reacher Bulwer ave- 
nue, along which thoroughfare it runs 
to Humboldt avenue. There the private 
right of way is resumed as far as Luth- 
er avenue, where it again runs on Bul- 
wer to a point between Grand and John 
avenues, 

Cutting across city lots to Second and 
‘North Market streets, the road will run 
along the west side of Becond street to 
Mullianphy, then cutting across more 
lots to Florida and Second streets. It 
proceeds south on Second through the 
central part of the city, not vet de- 
ifined, until Convent street is reached 
in the southern section of St. Louis. 
Here the route is again defined as pro- 
ceeding along Merchant street as far 
as Rutger, where it crosses a block to 
Third street, and along that street as 
far as St. George street. 

The bill then goes on to state that 
the line cuts across other city blocks, 
working southwardly tn this deflection.

He Says, Preparing to Go 
to Penitentiary.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 20.—For 
the first ‘time in months Frank Hott- 
man, who helped Mrs. Aggie Myers 


murder her husband, was smiling this 
morning. He was preparing to go with 
27 other prisoners to the Penitentiary 
for life. The trip meant action and 
fresh air for Hottman. 

Nearly three years ago he was taken 
to the County Jail. At that time. he 
was rawboned, muscular, his .face 
brown and his hair coarse from sun 
and wind. The close confinement in the 
Jail bleached his skin and he lost in 
weight. Five times he was ih the 
“death cell’ and five times he suffered 
the anguish* of doubt as to whether the 
Governor would save him from the gal- 
lows.

“The little men you had at. the Fair 
were only dwarfs,’ said wr. Geil, w 
is a member of several royal geograph- 
ical and astronomical] societies. “‘There 
was no effort to deceive the people, but 
your anthropologists did not penetrate 
far enough tnto Africa to find the real 
pygmies. The race of pygmies dwell in 
an almost tnacceseible forest, the foll- 
age of which is so dense that the sun 
never shinés on the earth. Their habi- 
tation Hes between the west undary 
of the Semlike grass lands and the cote 
fluence of the Aruwini and Congo riv- 
ers, in the exaet spot mentioned by 
Herodotus/and other ancients who wrote 
of the semi-mythica!l discoveries of 
their day. 

‘The genuine pygmies are shorter and 
more active and = skillful than § the 
dwarfs you had at the Fair. They are 
the jolliest little chaps in the world, and 
the ablest and most dangerous of the 
savage tribes of uncivflized Africa. 

Dent Kat Their Women. 

“They have a peculiar sort of chtral- 
ry. While they will eat men and wa- 
bies of their own tribe, they will nyt 
eat one of their women. That struch 
me as somewhat remarkable until my 
investigations disclosed the fact that 
the women do all the hard work. It 
was then readily apparent to me why 
the women were immune. The Pygmies 
didn’t want to eat the working mem- 
bers of the tribe. I have withessed 
their feasis at a safe dseance. but ii 
is never “well to intrude upon then at 
these times. One might find himself in 
the pot if he got too mauisitive. 

“I have always made it a practice in 
my explorations to live with the sav- 
ages and eat their cooking. Most of 
them are fine cooks, but, of course, 
they don't care to have the palefacer 
around when they are feasting.

The bil) introduced by Representative 
Cross of Clinton County, which is sitn- 
flar in all respects to the one defeated 
at the regular session, was amended 
to “pieces by the committeemen who 
voted on the side of the. corporations. 
Every vital feature of the Cross bill 
dissected until the substitute 
promed has*no resemblance to the orig- 
nal proposition to give St. Louis 
among other cities of the State the 
right to regulate the charges for gas, 
gtreet car service, heat, power and s 
on, a proposition which is one of the car- 
dinal planks in the Democratic State 
platform of 1906. It is probable that a 
minority report will be made, as Repre- 
sentatives Barry, Sosey and Emerson 
qe the substitute as unsatisfactory. 
Representative Whitecotton of Mon- 
roe County, who will likely become the 
leader on the Democratic side, is an 
Gutepoken advocate of a genuine en- 
abling act. It is evident that the public 
utilities lobby has abandoned the State 
Commission plan, contenting itself with 
working solid on amendments which 
ds of the measure say will abso- 
lutely nullify its provisions.

Question on Folk’s Call. 
There is a new question raised to- 
day and that !Is whether the Govern- 


or’s call for the extra session and his 
subsequent messages are sufficiently 
specific to authorize the delegation of 
power to the cities. Senator Ely, one 
of the Governor's best friends, is pos- 
itive that it is not, and Senator Fields 
is inclined to take the same view. It 
nay make another message necessary 
before the Cooper or Cross bill can be 
passed without amendments, while it is 
practically certain that it does not cov- 
er the proceedure laid down in the sub- 
stitute for the Cross bill reported to the 
House. When Marmaduke was Gov- 
ernor he called an extra session to 
legislate on the subject of railroads. 
At that time, there was some agitation 
because several brakemen had been 
killed by reason of catching their heels 
in open switch frogs. The Legislature 
passed a bill requiring railroads to 
“block"’ these switches and provided 
that it should be presumed that the 
companies were negligent in case of 
accidents where switch frogs were not 
“blocked.”" The courts held that the 
latter provision was not covered by the 
Governor's call, but was an amend- 
ment to the law of proceedure by courts 
and consequently the whole act was un- 
eonstitutional. Cross, Atkinson and oth- 
ers, are disposed to regard the proceed- 
ing provided for in the substitute as a 
parallel case. 

Altogether, the substitute has more 
friends in the lobby than it has among 
the lawyérs outside of the lobby.

Physician Who Has _ Been 
Searching For Remedy Says 
He Is Near the Goal. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
NEW YORK, April 20.—Dr. E. Simon 
Fliener of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research, who has been search- 
ing for a remedy for cerebro spinal 
meningitis, ‘‘spotted fever,’’ believes 
he is near the goal. In tracing the 
virulence of the disease and to dis- 
cover a check he has used innumerable 
mice, guinea pigs, rabbits and mon- 
keys. A practical anti-toxine will he 
brought out as a result of the re- 
search, it is hoped. Dr. Flexner 
lieves that fresh guina pig serum can 
destroy all the germs present, with 
the important provision that the num- 


ber shall not be too great. 

The serum that may be used 
anti-toxin is near the point of com- 
pletion. Should another epidemic oc- 
cur, it is believed, the researches of 
Dr. Flexner will assist - the medical

MADE TRIALS RIDICULOUS 


Lawyer Reads Paper Before 
Medical Society of City 
Hospital Alumni. 


Expert medical testimony was 
tacked in caustic terms by Circuit At- 
torney Sager in a paper read Thursday 
evening before the Medical Society of 
the City Hospital Alumni. He said such 
testimony coritributed “little of respect 
or confidence to the profession, and 
he cited the Thaw case, among. others, 
in defense of his position. 

Prefacing his remarks with the as- 
sertion that “our system of criminal 
jurisprudence is shockingly deficient,’ 
Sager said medical experts helped 
demonstrate the ‘‘inconsistencies and 
weaknesses’ of the systein. 

“The rece.t. Thaw case,,”” Mr. Sager 
said. ‘affords the most notable of all 
illustrations of the condit-ong and the 
disadvantages of insanity as a defense 
and the testimony of expert witnesses. 
The result, which was to a large ex- 
tent saved by the sanity of seven sore- 
l-- tried and long-suffering jurors, left 
us in a mood for self-condemnation and 
made us a target for the merciless criti- 
cism of the foreign press. The weakness 
of our legal course of procedure in in- 
sanity cases was in this instance com- 
batted by wealth, arrogance and un- 
sorupulousness, and made indeed a sorry 
spectacle.”’ 

Commission Solves Difficulty. 

Sager further detailed cases in which 
he had been concerned in the St. Louis 
courts. in which the testimony of medi- 
cal experts, he said, prevented justice. 
He then set forth what he believes to 
be a successful remedy, saying it was 
first suggested to him by Chief Dis- 
penSary Physician Scherk, and had been 
in operation several months. 

The courts and Jail physician ap- 
pointed three experts, specialists on 
nervous and mental diseases, and the 
Jail physician was the fourth member 
of the commission. Whenever the Cir- 
cuit Attorney suspected a prisoner was 
mentally unsound he was examined by 
one or all the members of the commis- 
sion, to determine whether he was sane 
and what should be done with him if 
declared insane. This decision was sub- 
mitted in writing to the trial Judge. 
Each member of the commission serves 
without compensation, and the vail phy- 
sician or the Court may add new mem- 
bers if desired. 

Sager believes such a commission has 
solved the difficulties presented by ex- 
pert medical testimony, since it made 
it difficult to impose on the State by 
concealing until the last moment the 
nature of the defense, thus taking the 
prosecution off its guard and unpre- 
pared to meet the sanity issue.

Question of Cross Country Is 
Now Up to the Local 
Authorities. 


It is questionable if anytling has as 
greatly stirred amateur athietic circles 
as the now famous “Sull.van letter,” 
which was printed exclusively in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday. Its import is so 
fraught with meaning and interest to 
the local clubs that it is causing univer- 
Sal speculation among track devotees 
and it is the consensus of opinion that 
it will do much to clear the murkiness 


of the local situation. 

Just what effect it will have on Jack- 
son, the bone of the whole contention, 
dépends entirely on how strict the !ocal 
authorities will be in the enforcement 
of the ruling. Technically there igs no 
doubt but that he laid himself open to 
suspension when he competed unat- 
tached at Kansas City, and accordingly 
had no right to compete for the Mis- 
souri A. C. in the cross-country cham- 
pionships.
